You did OK! The first year we ran a 1B2-Bat station (VE3EQP & VE3IMG), we 
netted about 100 QSOs on SSB! 

That was using a G5RV, on an island, mainly on 80, 40,& 20 about 13 years 
ago! 

This year, using a 270' Delta Loop, and a 20M beam, using the same 5 watts 
SSB, we netted 305 contacts, on 80, 40 and 20M. It has a LOT to do with 
technique (70%) and antennas (30%), assuming you are using a ‘decent’ amount 
of wire up in the air! 

There is NO DOUBT that trying to snag those stations with 5W is a challenge! 
But, if it was easy, everyone would be doing it! 

We have FUN, masochists that we are!

Ok, I admit I'm a little behind in kit building ... but I got back to it 
this week, and encountered a problem. I bought one of the Norcal 20's (in 
the Norcal kit run--not Red Hot Radio). I worked on it for a few hours, 
then got busy at work and put the assembly on the back burner. I picked it 
up again this week and wound a couple of receiver toroids and then started 
checking. I'm at the stage, where with a jumper in place and an antenna 
connected, I am supposed to hear 20M signals. I know the trim caps are 
pretty touchy, so I was able to peak them using a small xtal oscillator on 
20M for the input signal. But I don't get much band noise and have not been 
able to copy any CW. Double checked T1 and T2, both looked correctly wired 
and soldered. Checked all the parts for cold solder joints, and I have 


nominal 12V going into and coming out of L3. 


So out comes the freq counter.... VFO is right on the money. Then tracing 
the circuit thru to U3, I noticed something odd. On the VFO side of R18, I 
get 5mHz VFO signal, but on the C15 side, I get a tripling----exactly 3 
times the VFO signal in the 15 Mhz range. So I went back to Q2 and removed 
it from the circuit, and measured at the +7dBm input to U3 (pin 4). Again 
15mHz. 


Seems to me the only stage capable of tripling the signal is U3 because 
there are no other LC, diode, etc., parts between the VFO and the mixer. 
But if I wired it right, it's not supposed to. I don't believe I wired U3 
backwards, but I will wick up the solder and try to remove it to 
doubledouble check. 


Seems to me I should have 9mHz signal coming out of U3 -- but I don't. 
Other than removing U3 to check for bakwards installation, do any of you 
have any ideas about where to look for the problem?

The Warbler, as radio transceiver hardware, is not necessarily limited to a 
single mode of operation. 


Having linear amplifiers throughout its transmitter chain, the Warbler is 
capable of operating in several modes, so long as power and bandwidth 
limitations are observed. 


The Warbler may be used with several software packages which incorporate in 
their operation the PC's soundcard. 

The PC with soundcard indeed facilitates the data entry, 
modulation/demodulation and display functions for such modes as PSK31, 
MFSK16 and RTTY. 


I would imagine that someone out there has also written code for using the 
PC with soundcard for the purpose of ‘modulating' and ‘demodulating’ CW. 


While I do use the 'CW ID' function within Digipan for automating the CW 
'CQ' process, the ensuing (hopefully) QSO involves, for transmitting CW, 
manually making and breaking the Warbler's transmit audio line with a 
straight key (although this might also be done with an electronic keyer etc 
and an analog switch or two) while DigiPan is in 'Tune' mode. 

For receiving CW, the Warbler's receive-audio output is routed both to the 
soundcard ‘line input' for DigiPan AND to an audio amplifier/speaker 
combination for ‘ear copy’. 


Shucks, using a set of crystals for the phone band, the Warbler might also 
be used for companded SSB...

I've had my PW-1 (from super antennas) for quite some time and use it 
quite often. It tunes up on all bands, 40 through 10 without any 
problems except 15 meters. Best SWR is 2/1. I remember when I first got 
it, I had trouble with 40 meters. Vern suggested that I add 2 16ft. 
radials. I did and it now matches great on 40. 


A little math would suggest that two 5.5 ft radials would help out on 
15m. I tried it today and it did not help. Has anyone else had any luck 
getting a decent match on 15 using the PW-1 (without a tuner)?
